THE END OF THE WOODEN FLEET. 


The sale of the famous wooden fleet to 
a San Francisco man who, it is said, will 
dispose of the ships as scrap, concludes a 
remarkable episode and one which will 
long be remembered. 
Probably it has no 
parallel in history. 
Two 
hundred 
and 
twenty-six 
ships, 
'which cost approximately $300,000,000 to 
build, have been knocked down at private 
competitive sale ot George D. Perry for 
$750,000. The government is delighted to 
get this much for them. The purchaser has 
not announced what he intends to do with 
his purchase, but Chairman Lasker of the 
shipping board probably knows what he is 
talking about when he says the ships are 
to be broken up and sold again as junk. 
Perhaps it will never be possible to settle 
beyond all further argument the question 
whether or not the building of these ships 
was a tragic 
blunder which 
should 
be 
charged heavily against the men responsi­ 
ble for it. 
Most of those who take this view* 
leave out cl account the vast difference be­ 
tween foresight and “hindsight,” and make 
no effort to reconstruct in their minds the 
situation as it existed at the time the wood­ 
en fleet was built w hen the German subma­ 
rines were rapidly 
winning the war and 
when the universal cry was, “Ships! Ships! 
Ships of any kind tha{ can carry soldiers 
and food 
Ships 
that 
can 
be built and 
launched and put into service in the short­ 
est possible tim e!” 
But that, perhaps, is hot the most inter­ 
esting phase of the wooden fleet episode. 
There is food for thought in the fact that 
all our boasted American ingenuity was un­ 
able to find a peace time use for this great 
navy of merchant vessels, and that at last 
the best we could do w as to sell them to an 
enterprising business man to be broken up 
and sold as scrap. 
Of course, the reasons 
why these merchantmen could not be put to 
use as cargo-carriers are plain enough, and 
it was perhaps a pretty large order to ex­ 
pect American keenness to find some other 
function which they could be made to per­ 
form with profit. 
Yet we like to think that 
we are good at working miracles of just 
that sort, and perhaps the fact that this one 
was too much for us may teach a needed 
lesson in modesty. 


THE “FIFTEEN TERRIBLES. »» 


The claim has been made that in more 
ways than one, that the Salvation Army 
prevents or reduces crime. Does it? Here’s 
what a recent editorial in Collier’s Weekly 
has to sa y : 
“Sometime ago a city in New* York state 
had a tough gang known as the “Fifteen 
Terribles.” 
They had spent, all told, some 
fifty-two years in jail, and it cost the coun­ 
ty $49,000 to arrest, convict and keep them. 
That was bad. 
The Salvation Army then 
went after these men and reclaimed them 
at a total expense 
of $258 for lodgings, 
clothing 
and 
transportation. 
That 
was 
good. 
The ringleader gave $300 to the 
cause, thus enabling the army to show' a 
net profit of $42 on the enterprise. 
“This case points the way. 
We do not 
want criminals tried, by scientific courts, 
according to perfect 
laws, 
locked up in 
model jails, and then released— only to be 
put through the whole 
treadmill 
again. 
The sane thing is to help the first offender, 
so he will stand up. 
A great deal of our 
modern justice simply makes business for 
court attendants, jailers, experts and other 
tax eaters.” 


A HARD QUESTION TO ANSWER. 
A most remarkable political situation ex­ 
ists in 
New 
Jersey. 
Governor Edwards, 
teetotaler is running for United States sena­ 
tor on a platform “wetter than the Atlantic 
ocean ’— w’hile 
Senator 
Frelinghusen is 
asking 
re-election 
as a “dry” candidate, 
admitting he has a big private stock of all 
sorts of liquor on hand and that he indulges 
whenever the spirit moves him. 
The question naturally arises as to which 
gentleman is really 
the most sincere, he 
who never takes a drink of intoxicants, but 
favors modification of the Volstead act so 
as to permit the manufacture and sale of 
light wines and beer or the one that has 
stocked enough for his own personal con­ 
sumption, a l’outrance, as long as he may 
live, and yet vehemently advocates abso­ 
lute and total prohibition for all others. 
We confess a correct answer is beyond 
any power we may possess. 


“NEWBERRYISM ” 


From the St. Louis Star. 


Has “Newberryism” been added perma­ 
nently to the English language? 
If it has, 
the public may 
well 
believe it has been 
avenged upon Truman H. 
The word has, 
of course, been used liberally in connection 
with the Michigan scandal, but it is spread­ 
ing and taking on a definite meaning. 
The newspapers of Rhode Island are 
filled with the charge of “Newberryism” 
leveled 
against 
former Governor Beeck- 
man, now a candidate for the senate in 
competition with Senator Gerry, a demo­ 
crat. 
The word does not relate to magni­ 
tude of campaign expenditures, 
although 
they are said to be large, but to the man­ 
ner in which money is employed. Governor 
Beekman’s campaign manager is said to 
have handed $1,500 to a French-American 
politician, to induce him to rally the large 
French-American vote to him. 
“Newberryism,” 
therefore, 
as used in 
Rhode Island, is the buying of a man’s in­ 
fluence. 
That was the system follow'ed in 
Michigan. It is not unlawful. 
It is neither 
bribery nor vote-buying, 
although 
more 
pernicious than either. 
What word is there, except “Newberry- 
ism,” to describe this particular variety of 
senatorial politics? 
It is one of the results 
of the amendment for the election of sena­ 
tors by direct vote of the people. 
Under 
the old system, corruptionists bought their 
seats in the senate by bribing members of 
the state legislature. 
But it is difficult to 
bribe or buy the voters of a whole state. If 
they are 
purchased it must 
be 
in blocs. 
Somebody must 
engage to deliver them. 
Hence the purchase of influence, the hiring 
of those 
who 
are 
in a position to sway 
groups of voters. 
That is “Newberryism.” 
The only argument against “Newberry- 
ism” 
as a common 
English 
wTord 
is its 
length. 
But we have accepted “gerryman­ 
der,” an absurd combination of “salaman­ 
der” with the name of Governor Gerry of 
Massachusetts. 
“Gerrymander” 
w'ould 
have disappeared if gerrymandering had 
stopped, at any time in the past 110 years. 
“Newberryism” will have no chance if the 
practice on which it is founded is obliterat­ 
ed. But judged by American political stan­ 
dards, there will be use for the word for 
many decades to come. 
Incidentally, wouldn’t it be well to cre­ 
ate a new' political epithet as a result of a 
campaign in 
which a man 
named Gerry 
stands as the exponent of political honesty? 
II Governor Gerry’s trickery in 1812 war­ 
ranted the branding of his name, shouldn’t 
the higher political 
standards of Senator 
Gerry in 1922 afford reason for spreading 
out the penalty? By all means, let us match 
‘‘gerrymander” 
with 
“Newberryism” as 
permanent descriptive terms in American 
politics.

operating the American ships Fin­ 
land, St. Paul and Kroonland, said 
today that' Judge Hand’s decision 
prohibited the mere presence 
of 
liquor on board of American ships 
in any part of the world. 


Release of Ship Ordered. 
WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
27.—Port 
authorities at New York were or­ 
dered by the treasury today to re­ 
lease the Canadian schooner, Emer­ 
ald, whose seizure outside the three 
mile limit by the prohibition au­ 
thorities resulted in a protest from 
the British government. 
The treasury officials acted upon 
the recommendation of the state

LLOYD GEORGE’S RESIGNATION. 


It is not easy for American readers to 
take in the fact that the Lloyd George min­ 
istry has fallen at last. 
On this side the 
Atlantic the little Welch giant Ijiad come to 
be looked upon as invincible. 
Why, after 
weathering so many fierce and tumultuous 
storms, he should hare at last gone down 
to apparent defeat in the present situation 
is a mystery. 
His enemies made the han­ 
dling of the Turkish business the basis of 
their successful assault upon him but the 
terms of their complaint were vague and it 
is quite evident that the Near East crisis 
is not the cause of the present revolt, but 
has been seized upon only as an excuse for 
its precipitation. 
Fundamentally the developments which 
have resulted in Lloyd George’s resignation 
represent a good deal more than a mere re­ 
vulsion of feeling against his primacy in 
the conduct of the 
British 
government. 
There is, of course, a great deal of feeling 
in England against Lloyd George and his

HENEVER n mysterious murder 
case finds space upon the first 
pnpfps of New York newspapers ami 
begins to command nation wide atten­ 
tion It is fairly certain that, sooner or 
later, 
the commentators 
will 
com­ 
mence to draw comparisons between 
Its details and those of the Burdett 
affair, one of the most 
mysterious 
crimes in the annals of the metro­ 
politan police force, a murder which 
Included every element of the sensa­ 
tional and bizarre. 
Dr. Harvey Burden, the chief figure 
In the mystery, was a dentist who, 
solely through his own efforts had 
built up a wide and extensive practice 
In the city and had been connected 
with at least three approaches to 
matrimony which had result*^ in pre­ 
nuptial quarrels and consequent sever­ 
ance of agreements. 
At the time of 
his death. Dr. Burden had be<*n living 
In a house rented by a Mrs. Cunning­ 
ham. the dentist using one of the 
front rooms for his office and sleeping 
at the rear. 
He kept only one serv­ 
ant, a combination office-boy and valet 
who slept outside the house. The only 
residents of the blinding were a manu­ 
facturer named Eckel and George V. 
Fnodgrnss. the son of a clergyman. 
One rainy afternoon Dr. Burden left 
the house about five o'clock and, as 
several persons afterwards testified, 
walked in the direction of Broadway 
up Chambers street. 
Mrs. Cunning­ 
ham and lier two other lodgers were 
In the house all evening, but heard 
nothing which seemed in tim least out 
of the ordinary, retiring at the usual 
hour, 
Early the next morning, the office 
boy attempted to enter Dr. Burdell’s 
office In order to attend to his usual 
round of cleaning and found that the 


door appeared to be Jammed by some 
heavy object pressing against it from 
the inside. 
Pushing harder, the door 
finally gave way and the servant stag­ 
gered into the room, only to he halted 
by the sight of his employer lying 
upon the floor, fully dressed and with 
the light still burning brightly. 
The 
corpse, however, was covered with 
clotted blood and there were large 
splashes of blood over practically 
every piece of furniture in the room, 
as well as on the fb>or, the walls and 
a portion of the ceiling. 
The dentist 
had evidently put up a hard fight for 
his life but had finally succumbed to 
the more than a -dozen wounds found 
upon his body—wounds which had 
very evidently been made bv a long, 
slender dagger, something on the order 
of a stiletto. 
Further to complicate matters, the 
investigations of the police developed 
that at least two persons had been 
connected 
with 
the crime—one of 
them having partially throttled the 
dentist by means of a thin cord, while 
the <Aher had repeatedly stabbed him. 
The position of the wounds also indi­ 
cated that one of the assailants was 
left-handed, for no right-handed per­ 
son could have delivered blows at the 
angles of those in Dr. Burdens body. 
Upon the slight evidence presented 
br the fact that Mr*. Cunningham, the 
landlady, was left-handed, she was im­ 
mediately arrested as were Eckel and 
Snodgrass. 
But, at the trial, which 
ensued, the defense was able to riddle 
the statements of the prosecution, 
with ridiculous ease, presenting a num­ 
ber of counter questions which were 
still U n so lv ed by the theory of the 
police that Mrs. Cunningham, with 
the ald of her lodgers, had killed Dr. 
Burden. Among these were: 
Where had the dentist been during 
the time which elapsed between five 
o’clock when he left the hou^e and mid­ 
night, the hour at which the murder 
had been committed? 
A number of 
persons had seen him go out, but no 
one had seen him return. 
Why had the noise of the struggle 
not aroused a woman in the next 
house, separated only by a very thin 
wail? 
What were the capers which 


had been burned in the fireplace of the 
murder-chamber? 
If Mrs. Cunning­ 
ham, Eckel or Snodgrass had been im­ 
plicated in the crime, why did none 
>? their clothes bear the slightest stain 
of blood, while the room where Dr. 
Burden had been killed was literally 
smeared with it? 
And, finally, what 
was the motive for murder—since the 
dentist’s Jewelry and several hundred 
dollars In cash had not been touched? 
After the trial, which lasted only 
three days and resulted In the Im­ 
mediate acquital of Mrs. Cunningham, 
the landlady sprung another sensation 
when she declared that she had been 
married to Dr. Burden and that she 
was entitled to his estate. 
Her con­ 
tention, however, was never fully es­ 
tablished and she lost her suit for th# 
property of the dead man, finally dy- 
i ing in poverty in a tiny flat in Harlem, 
while Dr. Burdell’s brother went in­ 
sane as a result of the strain of the 
trial and Eckell died in the Albany 
penitentiary, while serving a sentence 
In connection with the whisky frauds. 
Years have elapsed since the Burden 
murder, but today the case is Just as 
much of a mystery as it was upon that 
morning early in January when the 
. body of the dentist was discovered by 
his valet.

There is a proverb about “Bache­ 
lors’ wives and old maids’ children” 
—and as I have no 30ns, alas! only 
daughters, it may be thought per­ 
haps that I have no right lo speak 
upon this subject! But indeed I have 
studied the bringing up of boys just 
as carefully as girls, and have made 
deductions from the methods of my 
friends!

add, if they are intelligent and out 
to learn! 
The home training of boys up to 
the time that they go to their first 
school is, if anything, more import-. 
ant than that of girls, because later 
they will be so much absent from 
the mother’s influence, that all the 
basic virtues and points of view that 
she wishes them to acquire for after 
life, she must lay the foundations of 
in these few short years, and again I 
must quote, as I did in my first pap-! 
or, the Jesuits’ axiom, that if they

for

moral training 
afterwords. 
But I 
would pat the age until he goes to 
his private school. In some ways it 
may not be so difficult a task alto-1 
gether as to bring up a girl, because 
of the public school life of boys, and 
the great influence for 
good 
that I 
training exercises 
upon 
character, j 
But this does not lessen the moth- j 
er’s responsibility as regards home 
training. 
To make what I am going to say 
coherent, and to save repetition, 
I 
beg of those readers who are really 
interested in these subject to look j 
up what I wrote in 
last month’s 
magazine, in regard to the infant 
training of girls. 
And as boys are 
stronger in personality as 
a 
rule, 
and mor3 insistent in demonstrating 
their egoes, so the mother’s thought 
for them should be the more watch­ 
ful. 
Every subtle tendency should 
be known to her whether the boy is 
weak or strong of will—in what di­ 
rection his tastes lie, what heredi­ 
tary 
tendencies 
ho 
may 
display, 
whether he is naturally brave and 
straightforward, or whether 
be 
is 
timid and so more likely to be de­ 
ceitful—whether he Is very sensitive 
or the revefse^-whether he is gener-1 
ous 
or 
mean. 
She 
should 
have! 
made a minute study of all these 
things, and used all her influence in 
the most loving way to eradicate the 
faults, and encourage the good qual- 
Hies explaining always, as with a 
girl, the law of cause and effect, and 
the reason why she wants James to 
improve. 
From earliest infancy chivalry to­ 
wards women should be inculcated, 
perfect 
manners 
to 
mother 
and 
nurse, and 
brothers and 
sisters, 
should be insisted upon—the imagin­ 
ation appealed to so that the little j 
man feels proud in being gallant to j 
his women folk. 
The horrid little I 
bores badly brought up boys can be, 
imposing their selfish tiresomeness­ 
es upon everyone, 
rude 
to 
their 
mothers and domineering over their 
sisters, 
interruptinj 
conversation 
with incessant questions, and show­ 
ing temper at once when thwarted, 
and all because no firm nursery dis­ 
cipline, w'as insisted upon, and noth­ 
ing 
really 
explained 
in 
earliest 
years. 
Some mothers allow their 
adoration for their sons to militate 
against 
any 
good 
training 
they 
might hare been intelligent enough 
to give them if they had controlled 


their own emotion, and used reason, 
and James from the beginning feels 
he can sacrifice his mother and sis­ 
ters to his own pleasure. 
In 
England 
unfortunately 
the 
question of numbers encourages all­ 
boys to selfishness. There are 
so 
many more females than males— 
and the general family point of view 
is that the boys 
must 
have 
first 
place—the exact contrary to the sit­ 
uation in America, where ail boys 
are made to give way to their sis­ 
ters and mothers, and so grow up in­ 
to very unselfish men—too unselfish 
and slavishly subservient

surely, which should be the ideal to 
strive for. 
Nothing much can be done with 
men when they are once grown up, 
but everything can be accomplished 
if the aim of the mother is the same 
from the boy’s birth until ho leaves 
her care, i. e. in every way to make 
him into a fine manly character, and 
a perfect little gentleman, 
under­ 
standing in every relation of 
life

pride in chivalry. 
I remember once seeing a French 
picture which touched me greatly; 
It was of the mob bursting into a 
very beautiful salon in Paris in the 
great 
revolution 
cf 
1792. 
where 
stood the Comtesse and her 
little 
daughters—retired back to a corner 
—and in front of them, there had 
stepped forward a tiny boy of eight, 
perhaps, with fearless hauteur mark­ 
ed upon his little face, and courage 
in every line. 
He had drawn 
his 
minute sword, and wras there protect 
ing his mother and 
sisters* 
The 
crowd had halted in half admiring 
astonishment, although their dread­ 
ful laces and threatening 
attitude 
might have terrified 
anyone. 
The 
picture v/as simply called “Monsieur 
Ie Comte.” 
It expressed everything 
wdiieh 
“nobles© 
oblige” 
should 
mean. “Monsieur Ie Comte” 
must 
behave like a courageous gentlemen, 
even at eight years cid, and his duty 
was to protect the women of 
his 
family! 
“Monsieur Ie Comte” could 
not fail in courage or chivalry—his 
instinct was too strong.

| ‘SANDWICH” LONG IN DISPUTE 


Invention of Toothsome Morsel Has 
Been Credited to Many, Including 
the Great Napoleon. 


Both Napoleon and Lord Sandwich 
have been given credit for inventing 
the sandwich, but Voltaire, In his his­ 
tory of Charles the Twelfth, king of 
Sweden, tells of how the king during 
his campaign In Poland and Russia 
never or seldom took time to sit down 
and eat his meals, but generally stood 
up, spread some butter on a piece of 
bread with his thumb and put a piece 
of meat, fish or cheese on top of the 
butter. 
This happened almost one 
hundred years before Napoleon. 
And in 1762. or seven years before 
Napoleon was born, Edward Gibbon of 
“Decline and Fall” fame, noted in his 
journal under date of November 24: 
“I dined at the Cocoa Tree. 
. 
. 
. 
That respectable body affords every 
evening a sight truly English. Twenty 
or thirty of the first men in the king­ 
dom supping at little tables upon a 
bit of cold meat or a sandwich!’* 
When Napoleon was two years old 
Foote introduced the w o r d in a play 
of his, “The Maid of Path,” staged In 
1771. But die origin of the word was 
traced by Pierre Jean Grosley in hLs 
“Londrcs,” published In 1770. 
He re­ 
sided in London In 1765, and refers to 
tile word as having recently come Into 
use. The title to authorship rests with 
the butler or attendant, who served 
thin slices of beef between thin slices 
of toast to John Montagu, fourth earl 
of Sandwich 
(1718-1792), while the 
latter was attending a prolonged ses­ 
sion at the gaming table.

ROUNDUP BE MADE 
OF THE TAX EVADERS 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 27.—The gov- 
ernment revenue agents and audi­ 
tor?*, just now catching up with their 
after-thc-war work, 
have 
made the 
startling discovery that more than 
1,000,000 persons liable for taxes on 
incomes above 
$5,000 
have dodged 
payment either through not making 
returns, or concealing assets. 
This was learned at the treasury 
departm ent yesterday, simultaneous­ 
ly with the inauguration of a cam­ 
paign on the part 
of 
the internal 
revenue bureau to catch the evaders. 
Revenue experts estimate that the 
treasury can be enriched to the ex- 
ten v of $500,000,000 In collection from 
individuals who have failed to make 
any returns for four years. 
In cataloguing taxpayers through­ 
out the country, agents have found 
that the 
number of 
persons 
who 
should have made returns and did 
not will total nearly 1,000,000. In ad­ 
dition, there clso is shown in the re­ 
ports a large class of tax evaders 
who have 
pu*. 
themselves In the 
$5,000 class, whereas their earnings 
are considerably 
larger 
than 
that 
amount. 
Orders have gone out to Internal 
revenue collectors to make a round­ 
up of small 
buLiness 
concerns in 
largo cities. These cities will be cen­ 
ters of a whirlwind smash at the 
evaders in the next few weeks; 
New 
York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Cincin­ 
nati, Cleveland, Detroit, St. Louis, 
San Francisco and Pittsburgh. 
The 
campaign will he extended to other 
cities upon an equally vigorous scale 
it was said by treasury officers.

ASSENGERS seldom know how much it 
costs to operate a passenger train, and few 
passengers know how many trains are oper- 
s ated solely for the accommodation of the public 
and at a loss to the railroads. 
T he a vera g e cost 
per m ile o f op eratin g the A m erican p a ssen ger 
train is estim ated at ap p ro x im a tely $1.60. 
On 
this basis, the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Lines in 
June operated more than fifty trains each day, 
exclusive of those on short 
branch 
lines, the 
earnings of which did not equal the average 
cost. 
Many trains were operated, the earnings of 
which did not equal the cost of fuel, supplies, 
wages of train and engine men, locomotive and 
equipment repairs. 
In June these costs on the 
M. K. & T- Lines were approximately a dollar 
a mile. 
Each day in June, not counting trains 
on short branch lines, the M. K. & T. Lines oper­ 
ated thirty trains that did not earn a dollar a 
mile.

Field Bugs as Toys. 
The field hugs, known in America as 
June bugs, have resumed their place 
as toys for German children. 
An ex­ 
traordinary flood of the beetles has 
sent hundreds of Berliners into nearby 
forests and fields to catch thousands 
of them and sell them to dealers who, 
in turn, retail them to fond parents 
and children. The bugs sell at ten for 
a mark now, whereas befire the war 
a dozen could be bought for a few 
pfennigs. 
The dealer makes 300 per 
cent profit, those engaged in catching 
them declare. 
Farmers encourage the 
catching of the bugs as playthings for 
city children, as they are destructive 
to the foliage of orchards and vine­ 
yards. 
The unusually large plague of 
field bngs has revived the custom of 
catching them for sale for the first 
time since the war. An expert “catch­ 
er” usually brings in about 1,000 bugs 
a day. They live for about ten days as 
playthings.
